York Clearing House association over 
the banks of the country’* financial 
center and arbitrarily lodged in the 
hands of five men should be placed 
under judicial regulation was conc* d- 
ed by W illiam Sherer, manager of the 
association, on the witness stand. Mr. 
Sherer was the thief witness at the 
first hearing by the house commute* 
on banking and currency which is in­ 
vestigating 
the

trust.” 
The committee came to New' York 
to take such testimony as its powers 
will permit, pending the passage of 
the amendment to the banking law, 
now In the senate, under which the 
committee hopes to he* able to enforce 
from the banks its d< mands for the 
j information which it expects to make 
the basis of remedial legislation.

terized by Chairman 
Pujo as "col­ 
lateral” to the main scope of the in­ 
quiry 
Samuel

through M r. Sherer’s testimony that

! elal Institution in New York was po­ 
tentially at the mercy of the “ mere 
whim, determination or order” of the 
five men 
who composed the “ New 
York clearing house committee.” 


Calls Pow er Monstrous. 


.dr. Unterm yer referred to the regu­ 
lations of the association conferring 
this power as “ monstrous” and also 
raised the question aa to whether the 
association did not violate the inter­ 
state commerce laws in the banking 
operations of its members with out of 
town banks. 
The clearing house committee, < om- 
posed of Frank A. Vanderlip, presi­ 
dent of the National C ity bank, the 
largest in the country; Jam es G. Can­ 
non president of the Fourth National 
bank; W a lter E. Frew , president of 
the Corn 
Exchange 
bank; 
Richard 
Delafield, president of the National 
Park bank, and Otto T. Bannard, presi­ 
dent of the New York Trust company, 
had full power over the admissions to 
membership and the power of sus­ 
pension, according to the testimony of 
the witness, 
“ Then it rests with these five men 
as to whether they can keep a com­ 
petitor out of the association?” in- I 
quired Mr. Unterm yer. 
“ Don’t you j 
think that is a monstrous regulation 
for an institution doing an interstate 
business?” 
The average banker has a moral 
status to m aintain,” replied Mr. Sher­ 
er. 
“ He realizes that he can make 
more money by walking straight than j 
crooked. 
I have never known honor­ 
able men who are able to fulfill the j 
financial requirements for admission t 
to be refused. 
If the committee took 
the narrow view of keeping out a com- * 
petitor it would react against them. 
Merchants and business men who are 
the banks’ largest custdmers would

and decisions of the committee There 
will be no executive sessions. 
The committee also elected Victor 
Rosewater of Omaha permanent chair­ 
man and adopted the rules of four 
years ago, which are to govern the 
hearings prelim inary to the national 
convention which begins Ju n e IS. 


Opinions Differ on Vote. 


Opinions differ as to the significance 
of the only vote taken during the 
meeting which might be construed as 
a test of strength between the T aft 
and Roosevelt adherents in the com­ 
mittee. 
That vote, 39 to 18, wa* on 
the question of confining th# repre­ 
sentation of the newspapers to the 
press associations. 
The Roosevelt people contended for 
a complete "rem oval of the lid” by ad­ 
mitting also at least one representa­ 
tive of every newspaper having a rec­ 
ognition in the press galleries of con­ 
gress. 
This was urged by Committee­ 
man Kellogg of Minnesota, as a sub­

It was defeated. 
The only other vote of a significant 
character was on the proposal of Sen- 
I ator Borah that eight members should

ing for tw enty for this purpose was 
re-enacted. 
The Taft adherent* did not object 
to 
the widest publicity, but 
argued 
that the committee did not have facili­ 
ties for admitting all and urged that 
while part of the committee’s sessions 
should be practically executive steno­ 
graphic reports should be given to the 
press. 


W ide Publicity Promised.
